The new site of the California Preparatory School was a

ed by the chamber, G. F. Rinehart 
extended a welcome from Covina. 


Mrs. Henry spoke at length on the 


object of the school and its future 
life on the Pacific coast. The site, to 
her, was the most beautiful of any 
found in the United States or across 
the waters, and was chosen only af- 
ter weeks of search along the coast, 
from Ventura south. 


This school, the successor to the 


Pasadena Military Academy, estab- 
lished nine years ago, will open next 
fall with a capacity of 100 students, 
with classes ranging from the fifth 
grade through to college. It is ac- 
credited to all the state universities, 
and most of the eastern, colleges, in- 
cluding Dartsmouth and Cornell.

Arbitrary 
riile is not conducive to the peace and prosperity 
of any organization, and the man or woman who 
is truly loyal to the best interests of the commun- 
ity will neither advise nor submit to arbitrary 
measures. 


"Harmony," says Mr. Wilson, "means the 


elimination of all personal feelings. The desire 
for place or power should not prejudice the in- 
dividual to the detriment of the best interests of 
the community as a whole. A loyal opposition 
is desirable and helpful if actuated by honest in- 
tentions, for it enables thinking men to view the 
question at issue from all angles."

(Pomona Bulletin; : As time passes, ideas change, and 


emphasis changes. 
At one period a cretain quality of mind 


and purpose will seem to be the most essential thing. 
And 


then as years pass it will seem as if a somewhat different 
point of view was called for. The old idea was good as 
far as it went and may si ill be needed to a large extent, 
but it seems as if something else needed greater emphasis. 


Years a<ro in rinniinir a newspaper, the publisher or 


editor was vei-v iiiii'-li inclined to pride himself on his fear- 
lessness. 
It seemed to him t h a t his first qualification was 


a disposition to fight someone <ir something, and that lie 
must expeet to be at war with this or that wrong develop- 
ment most of the time. 


It was a iHefi.il point of view to a lar</<' extent and as 


a reuill of siiidi fearlessness many evils were exposed and 
righted. 
But frequently a newspaper man would develop 


a quarrelsome spirit that b-d him to be knocking something 
all the time.

Tinier the caption, "California's Citrus Triumph," the 


following editorial appeared in a recent issue of the Los 
Angeles Times, relative to the citrus industry of California, 
and particularly as exemplified by the exhibits on display 
at the annual orange show in San Bernardino, and we pub- 
lish the same in full below, as follows: 


The ability to nse 15,000,000 oranges and lemons to 


grace a citrus show illustrates two prime characteristics of 
Southern California's- leading horticultural industry—its 
size and its beauty. This probably was one of the first 
thoughts to occur to the visitors, estimated at 10,000, who 
attended the opening ceremonies of the sixteenth annual 
national orange show. 


Beautiful beyond description were the artistic effects 


wrought by the millions of golden anff" yellow fruit from 
California citrus groves. In racks, towers and many orig- 
inal decorative forms they shed a sunny glow the full 700- 
foot length of the new permanent orange show building.

its neighboring panoramas.

Highway the hub of tours innumer- 
able and remarkable in their ap- 


eal. 
High time it is that Southern Cal- 


ifornia should know Northern Cal- 
ifornia and that Northern California 
should know the south. Yosemite 
and Tahoe are as much a part and 
parcel of the attractions of Los An- 
geles as they are of San Francisco, 
just the the beauties of the San Di- 
ego mountain country, the tropical 
atmosphere of the southern beaches 
and the sublime vistas of the Rim 
of the World drive should be the 
better known to the resident of 
Northern California. 


The motor car has done much to 


break down the barriers of that 
imaginary line that runs along the 
;rest of the Tehachapi mountains 
and the improvement in highways 
that connect these two great tour- 
ing areas will do more. No better 
preachment can be set forth than a 
paraphrase of Horace Greeley's fa- 
mous remark.

of the days when horsemen rode 
their trotters and pacers, in his 
eighty-fifth year, died at the 
"home of his daughter, Mrs. 
Joseph Mullender of Puente, 
where he has lived for the past 
seven years. Final rites for the 
master driver were held yester- 
day at 2 p.m., at the Puente Ca- 
tholic church. 


The veteran race man was taken 


with a heart attack the 12th inst. 
From this he appeared to recover, 
but last Saturday he suffered a 
stroke of apoplexy, which rendered 
him unconscious. 


It was in the sixties that Budd 


Doble made his first successful bid 
for fame in the harness-racing world. 
Beginning with a world's record- 
breaking performance in 1867, he 
was destined to better his achieve- 
ment on nine succeeding occasions. 
He was astride Dexter, which turn- 
ed a mile in the new time of 2m. 
19s. During the same season, he was 
again up on Dexter to better the 


shatter all previous trotting records. 
In 1892, Doble drove her—the new 
mode of racing had come into being 
in the interim—to the hitherto un- 
heard -of record of 2m. OoVis. Skep- 
tical railbirds said it was a mistake 
or a fluke', but under conditions 
identical with the earlier perform- 
ance, Doble brought Nancy Hanks 
under the wire in 2m. 4s. 


Mr. Doble was born in Bristol, Pa. 


.He has but the one child, Mrs. Mul- 
lender. To show their esteem for 
him, citizens of Puente tendered a 
large banquet in his honor scarcely 
a year ago.
